London, Nov. 0. — The cabinet ut its 
mooting this wook coiisitloiod the busi- 
ness fur next session and also further 
inoitaurtis for the enforcement of the law 
in Ireland. Mr. (ioschen has the ques- 
tion of land purchase more at heart than 
liny other member of the cabinet, hut as 
lie expresses himself as convinced of the 
impracticability of setting aside English 
legislation in its favor no one olse insisted 
unduly on its claims to priority. His 
submission mi this point has been received 
with general .satisfaction by the conserva- 
tives, fur outside of the small oltici.il 
circle and a few Irish supporters of the 
government whose personal interests arc 
atlectod, the land purchase proposals have 
no friends. Thorp is not a single conser- 
vative member win, dues not dread the 
ell'ecl winch the introduction of a land 
purchase bill may have on the minds of 
Ins constituents. The land purchase 
scheme, however, is not to be 
shelved for next session. The Govern- 
ment will allow the procedure of the house 
in resume its normal course next year, 
and "private members," at all events, 
during the early part of the session, will 
be allowed full enjoyment of their rights, 
and the land purchase bill will he intro- 
duced and allowed to take its chances on 
the oiivurnment's rights alternately with 
measures of general interest. Of course 
if it fails to get through "the responsibil- 
ity will nut rest with the Opposition." 
Lord Hartington and his friends are un- 
able to divest themselves of the idea that 
the settlement of the agrarian difficulty 
will got. rid of the agitation tor Home 
Rule. He desired die government to 
make an experiment without delay, and a 
compromise was effected by which the 
measure was allowed to take the above 
course. The matter was left to a commit- 
tee of the cabinet, consisting of the Prime 
.Minister. Mr. Smith, Mr. (ioschen, Mr. 
I lalfour and Lord Ashbourne, to prepare a 
scheme, or to weigh the merits of 
the various schemes which have al- 
ready been drafted. The details are 
not likely to bo settled much before the 
meeting of parliament. Lord Hartington 
and his followers pledged themselves to 
support the government vigorously in any 
a, -li,, n it may see lit to take, within the 
limits uf the clinics act, for the suppres- 
sion of the League. Lord Salisbury and 
Mr. Ilalfour arc disposed to lend an ear to 
ei iiinsels of the Irish land lords and so-called 
loyalist leaders who are pressing the gov- 
ernment very hard to enter upon a life 
and death .struggle with the League, and 
ate once more threatening to take matters 
into their own hands unless the Dublin 
executive acts vigorously in their behalf. 
Km there is an influential section of the 
government itaolf, and a still more intlu- 
untial section of ministerial following, 
which is in revolt against the idea of per- 
mitting Irish members to dictate a con- 
servative policy. 

Many of the conservative members, who 
have mice inure begun to haunt political 
clubs, complain bitterly of the evictions 
in Ireland and the indications that the 
government has given of sympathy with 
ihe landlords have done more harm than 
,!l ; In- mis ,it their political opponents. 
"These Irish landlords will ruin us if we 
give way to them," is the openly ex- 
pressed opinion of a member uf the ^iiv- 
ernmeiil who has been often talked uf for 
enlunol rank and who is generally regard- 
ed as an "old tory" into the bargain. 
Though il is true that .Mr. Balfour's 
house of -commons reputation has much 
increased, it is uol less a fact that he is 
unsuccessful, even in the opinion of some 
• if his friends, in Ihe ditlieult place he 
holds at Dublin Custlo. Mr. Balfour is 
clever and high minded, hut he is consti- 
tutionally unlit fur the laborious work of 
iln- department. The best chief sec- 
ivtutv for the present business should 
be a l hick-skinned, plodding, resolute man 
who would keep pegging away upon the 
lines, d government policy. Mr. Balfour 
chafes luo much even since he he has suc- 
eeeded in getting his most troublesome 
enemy, Mr. O'Brien, into gaol and if he 
is nut careful he will nut bear the strain 
ol the winter's work. Practically, how- 
ever, Lord Ashhurne and his colleague in 
uiliee ami the attorney general are their 
|iiiiii agents so, al present, in fact, though

enduring consequences. It has already 
gained many convorts lo the cause. 
1 1 only the clergy of threatened estab- 
lishments could be wise in lime they 
would make terms with Mr. Gladstone 
an, I secure him as their best friend and 
couimil their material interests to his 
keeping lather than face the latter. But 
sterner reckoning with reformers of very 
dilleroilt mould of religion is, after all, 
the greatest force in human life and Mr. 
( iladstoiie's authority rests in no slight 

degree u| the religious habit of his 

mind. Throughout his public life the 
interests of religion have been among the 
factors of his policy. When ho is in 
authority religion "lifts her litred front" 
ill courts and parliaments, and even his 
appointments realize I hat however little 
they may make uf his dealing with forms 
and trappings and legal accidents of re- 
ligious establishment "the inward part or 
thing signified" is safe in his hands. This 
general recognition of Mr. Gladstone as 
a genuinely religious man would 
give him special fitness for the work of 
disestablishment and peculiar authority 
in dealing with it. The inhabitants of 
I'lngland are, on the whole, religious per- 
sons, and they would not endure an es- 
tablishment indicated by hostility to 
religion, or conducted with flippancy and 
ignorance. Thoy would still recognize in 
Mr. Gladstone's reverence for file past, 
and his constitutional and theological 
learning, an exact continuation of gifts 
necessary for the adequate discharge of so 
great and delicate a work. During the 
last years of I ri. ill establishment that- In- 
stitution had a no more valiant, or skilful 
champion than a certain Archdeacon Stop- 
lord. This acute and learned chuteluniin 



fought Mr. Gladstone by pen a'nd tongue, 
by private influence and public agitation, 
and was a protagonist of doomed establish- 
ment; but tlie moment that the 
general election of 188(1 was ended 
the Archdeacon s.aid that the game 
was up and instead of pro- 
longing useless resistance to the inevi- 
table, he made overtures to the victori- 
ous politician, and devoted ihe whole of 
his energies to securing the best possible 
terms for the church about to be disestab- 
lished. Lord Randolph Churchill's vision 
of future perplexities puzzles critics as 
much as it dues other politicians. If 
there is one thing absolutely certain it is 
that should Lord Salisbury's health en- 
able him to continue at the holm he will 
be the minister upon whose advice Hor 
Majesty will dissolve this parliament. No 
politician of authority, except Lord Ran- 
dolph, has ever supposed that Mr. 
Gladstone would return to power until 

after the next appeal lu the country. 

Mr. Gladstone is confident that the Irish 
question as to social order and self-gov- 
ernment- could be settled in a single- 
session, and would submit to no proroga- 
tion until the bill was passed. The house 
of lords would not and could not forsee 
the tippeal to the country which Lord 
Randolph suggests. If the lords would 
vote to reject the hill t wice, il would he 
presented again the same session by ad- 
journments. The rule thai the same 
motion may not be made after rejection 
in the same session dues not apply to bills 
which are in fact never rejected hill only 
postponed. If the government should fail 
over the Irish land purchase next season, 
as Lord Randolph and others predict, and 
an election in the autumn were to give 
Mr. Gladstone a sufficient majority, then- 
is no reason to doubl In- w, add pass tin 
Home Rule bill in the session uf 1880.

could practically work the process to a 
successful issue, for the following reasons: 
If the quartz contained lime or magnesia, 
these would lie attacked l>y the chlorine: 
these oonsuino the re-agents without, 
without producing any result ; earthy par- 
ticles would settle and surround the small 
gold and prevent its chlorination, and also 
lend anil zinc or other liiotala in combin- 
ation with the Ljiilil would also bo nbsorb- 
od by the chinriiio; and further, from 
some chemical peculiarity in Hie water or 
the oro, gold hold insolation might be 
iijiiiin precipitated in the tailings before 
filtration was complete, and thus lost. 
Henderson, Clark, Do Lacy, Alears mid 
Deacon all introduced improvements on 
the Plattuorprocosf, but these also failed, 
because they did not cover every variety 
of case which gold extraction presents; 
therefore, were delicate chemical processes 
were rendered necessary, practical fail- 
ure commonly resulted from incompet- 
ence on the part of the operator, and 
many times rosily plants have heen ad- 
judged useless from this cause alone. 

Mr. Claude Vautin, a gentleman of ex- 
tensive experience in gold mining and 
fjold extraction in (Queensland, together 
with Mr. .1. Cosmo Nowbery, Analytical 
Chemist to the Covormuent of Victoria, 
has developed u process which, t hey claim, 
combines the advantages of all the previ- 
ous methods, and by certain additions 
and improvements in the machinery and 
mode of treatment, overcomes the difficul- 
ties which have hitherto militated against 
the general adoption of the chlorination 
process. 

The material for treatment— crushed 
ami roasted ore, or tailings, as the rase 
put into n hopper above a re-

Iving barrel, which is called the chlor- 
iliator. The latter is made of iron lined 
with wood and lead, and sutliciontly 
strong to resist a pressure of HID Iks. per 
square inch, its capacity being equal to 
i about 30 cwt. of ore. The charge falls 
from the hopper into the chlorinator, 
water and chlorine-producing chemicals 
are added, generally sulphuric acid and 
chloride ol lime, and the manhole cover 
is put on, and screwed down so as to be 
airtight. On the opposite side of the bar- 
rel is a valve l eeled wit li an air pump, 

by means of w hich air to a pressure of 
about CO lbs.|is forced in to liquefy the 
chlorine gas that is generated, after which 
the valve is screwed down. The barrel is 
then set in motion with a velocity of 
about 10 revolutions per minute, the pow- 
er being transmitted by suitable gearing. 

According to the nature of the ore or 
the size of the grains of gold, this move- 
ment is maintained for from one to four 
hours, during which time the gold from 
combination with the liquid chlorine has 
assumed the form of » soluble chloride, 
in which condition it remains in solution 
hi the water ill the barrel. When the 
process is judged to he completed, the 
chlorinator is stopped, and the gas and 
compressed air allowed to escape from the 
valve through a rubber hose into a vat of 
lime water, where the excess of chlorine 
is absorbed by the lime, nun thus the 
workmen are not exposed to the clangor 
of inhaling it. The manhole cover is then 
removed, and the barrel being again set 
in motion, its contents are discharged into 
a filter placed beneath it. Tins filter is in 
tile form of all lion vat, lined with lead; 
' it has a false bottom, to which is connect- 
ed a pipe 1 1 < mi a vacuum pump, working 
iitermitteutly. As aooii as all the ore has 
fallen from the clilurinator into the biter, 
the pump is started and a partial vacuum 
produced in the chamber below the false 
bottom in the filter, and very rapid filtra- 
tion results. Uy this means all the soluble 
gold chloride-, may be washed out of the 
wet. ore, a continual stream uf water being 
passed through it while the filtering pro 
cess is going on. I'he solution running 
from the filter is continually tested, and 
when found free from gold, the water 
Supply is Stopped, and also the vacuum 
pump. The Idler is I hen I ip| 
truck, and the tailings are run out to ii 
waste heap. 

The washing and filtering process necu- 
pics about un hour, during which aiiothei 
charge of ore may lie undergoing chlorin- 
ation ill I he vessel above. The discharge 
from the li Iter and the washings 
into a vat ; from u Inch i hey ar 
to run slowly i hrougb a tup inti 
coal Idler below .

vantage, as the loss from float gold is 
thereby obviated, and this loss is very I 
serious, and it is of importance too that | 
the reduction of the ore to any required 
degree of fineness is now effected at a 
more nominal cost. We recently reported 
on a mill which effects this, we refer to 
the Globe mill, which is powerful, com- 
pact, and altogether effective. In this ma- 
chine the degree of fineness is regulated 
at will by simply altering the speed of the 
fan which exhausts the ground material; 
the quartz in the Globe Mill being taken 
out of the mill immediately and not sub- 
jected to a continuous grinding, which is 
so injurious bycausing slimes and conse- 
quent difficulty and loss in treatment. 

The chlorine process has an advantage 
over quicksilver amalgamation, inasmuch 
as the ore need not be so finely crushed, 
and the combination of gold with the 
liquid chlorine is much more rapid than 
its solution in mercury. 

In treating the whole mass of ore, dry 
crushing is strongly recommended, and 
by the above process It 'is claimed that 90 
per cent, of the gold can be extracted at 
about the same cost as processes now com- 
monly used, which yield II hare average of 
50 per cent. 

In order to prevent failure from misap- 
prehension or lack of experience on the 
part of the operator, Messrs. Newbury & 
Vuntin, before leaving the purchaser to 
deal himself with their process, get large 
samples of his ores to their works, and 
there experiment upon them until a sat 
isfactory result is obtained, and t hen, any 
"in: with a moderate amount of know ledge 
can work under the instructions supplied.

This roasting applies ui ) ually to the 
Nowbery Vuntin process as to the others, 
so in i his detail I here is in . alteration. 

Duo of the in, >sl iinpiii'tanl advaiititges 
of this system is the rii|iidity ivith which 
the charge is Iroated; time is nol allowed 
for the formation of hydro-chloric acid by 
which the gold would be precipitated prior 
tn leaving the elilorhmtor; in Lhe older 
processes the lime varied fitnn thirty to 
ninety hours whereas !a this the extrac- 
tion is completed in Iroin three tu six 
hum's. In the oldoi processes the ore re- 
, pi ire, I caiutul dam[)ing, bill thai is dune 
away with and in its place water is pour- 
ed into the chlorinator, and the pressure 
applied nol only forms a very strong so- 
lul ion uf chli irine, bul nisi i f, ,rces it into 
intimate contact h it Ii I lie charge perineal 
ing every crovice. 

Another hindrance existed m tho t", >i - 
nmtiun of insoluble chloride of silver, 
which, coating the grains of gold, pre- 
vented their combining n it h chlorine; but 
this is obviated in the Newhory-Vantin 
process by tho rotatory motion of the bar- 
rel which causes tho particles to rub to- 
gether, and to remove the covering of 

silver chl, .rub-. Tin- intr, iducl i if t he 

intermittent vacuum pump also greatly 
'facilitates the lilti-iinn process, which 
without its aid would in sumo eases, 
where tho ore is very line, or when it con- 
tains slimes, he impracticable. 

Tho advantage of using charcoal us u 
decomposing agonl for chloride if Ltold 
was pointed oul hj Mr. Nowbery some 
twenty years ago, and although this has 
since been patented, the patents are 
valueless, tho process being already pub 
lie properly. Formerly, sulphate uf iron 
was used us tho precipitant, but this, in 
addition to the gold also threw down the 
lime and magnesia, and a tedious suhso- 
• I tu- 1 it process was necessary to separate 
the gold from I hose. 

By filtration through charcoal, every- 
thing that is soluble in hydro chloric ivcul 
passes away with the water, mid all line 
gold particles nro taken up by the char- 
coal, so that il appears when fully charg- 
ed to bocoatod with it purple film. Should 
copper be associated with the gold, tho 
water after passing t he charcoal filter is 
run over Borap iron, upon which the cop- 
per is deposited by n natural chemical re- 
action. If lhe silver ciilurido in the tail- 
Ings i» sufficient fco pay for fclio trouble,
